Contrary to the general belief, the 
wild alligato'r is still to be found In 
large numbers In the Everglades of 
Florida. Indeed, the surveying par¬ 
ties of the Florida East Coast railroad 
extension were more than once at¬ 
tacked by these ferocious beasts. It 
is seldom, however, that one discovers 
the nest of an alligator, but recently 
a naturalist photographer met with 
such luck, as Is shown by the accom¬ 
panying Illustration. There were twen¬ 
ty-three eggs In the nest, which is not 
a particularly large number, consider¬ 
ing that these creatures often lay from 
thirty to sixty eggs in a single nest. 
They are similar in shape to an ordi¬ 
nary duck egg and about three inches 
in length.

NEK FERRYBOAT 
FOR S. P. COMPANY 

The Southern Pacific Company’s 
steamer Solano which has ferried 
thousands ol trains every year since 
18<9 across the Carquinez straits be¬ 
tween Port Costa and Benicia, Califor¬ 
nia, and has been known all of those 
years as the largest ferry boat in the 
world, is to lose its famous appellation. 
Its successor to the title wilFbe the 
ferry steamer Contra Costa, now being 
constructed in the Oakland shipyards 
of the Southern Pacific. The building 
of the old Central Pacific railroad 
across the great west anil the steamer 
Solano are today two of the favorite 
topics of tiie California pioneers. 

The Solano is not to be retired from 
service, however. Both the old and 
new boats will carry the trancontinen- 
tal trains across the narrow straits 
that separate Suisun and San Pablo 
bays. 

The Contra Costa, while the general 
dimensions do not vary materially 
from those of the Solano, will be 
slightly larger. It is being construct¬ 
ed of Oregon pine and will be placed in 
service immediately upon its comple¬ 
tion. The length over all will be 433 
feet, 4 inches, and the width 116 feet. 
Its tonnage will be 3800 tons. The most 


radical difference between this new 
steamer and the Solano will be the loca- 
sion of the engines. Instead of being 
propelled by one engine, located in 
the center of the boat, there will be 
two independent engines of 2500 horse¬ 
power each, located below the main 
deck, oneengine foi each paddle wheel. 
Steam will be supplied from eight dry- 
back Scotch boilers. 

There will be four parallel tracks, 
twelve foot centers, on the Contra Cos¬ 
ta. These tracks will be absolutely 
straight on the deck of the boat, there 
being no deck houses in the center of 
the steamer to require a curve, as on 
the Solano. Itscapacity will be' th irty - 
six freight cars andi two locomotives, 
or twenty-four passenger coaches and 
two locomotives. The present aprons 
and slips of both Benicia and Port 
Costa terminals will remain as they 
now are, the guard lines of the new 
steamer being identical with those of 
the Solano. The Contra Costa will be 
provided with a cafe and bar on the 
main deck, also a waiting room for 
local passengers.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


A new high record in the annual pro¬ 
duction of talc or soapstone was made 
by the United States last year. 

Governor Tasker L. Oddie of Ne- 
\ada has issued a statement rebuking 
the New York Judge who recently re¬ 
fused to allow an athletic club to adopt 
the name “Reno.” 

W. W. Barclay, treasurer of Hoilo 
province, has been appointed super¬ 
intendent and general manager of the 
First Philippine Exposition, to be held 
in Manila next February. 

An epidemic of ringworm has de¬ 
veloped in the Naval Academy at An¬ 
napolis, Md. Because of this several 
hundred midshipmen have been unable 
to stand their examinations. 

News of a fresh outbreak among the 
Moros on the island of Mindanao was 
brought by the Army transport Logan, 
which arrived at San Francisco re¬ 
cently from the Philippines. 

There is alarm among European 
shipping companies over the report 
that American immigration regula¬ 
tions are to be made stricter than ever 
in respect to physical fitness. 

President Taft has Indicated that 
he would not favor any amendments to 
the Sherman anti-trust law unless 
given assurance that Congress will not 
pass a federal corporation tax. 

Chinese student clubs of twelve 
universities and colleges throughout 
the United States have sent President 
Taft a resolution protesting against 
suggested foreign interference in the 
Chinese revolution. 

As the result of a collision on the 
Columbia river, ^ie steam schooner 
Westerner lies badly damaged on the 
rock beach near Elliott’s Landing, 
about ten miles above Astoria. Gus 
Svaart, second officer of the vessel, 
was drowned. 

Champ Clark, Speaker of the Na¬ 
tional House of Representatives, was 
indorsed for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion of President in 1912 by the Demo¬ 
cratic Convention of the Seventh 
Congressional district at Dodge City, 
Kas., recently. 

Additional subpoenas in the Govern¬ 
ment’s dissolution suit against the 
United States Steel Corporation were 
served a few days ago on John D. 
Rockefeller, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
Andrew Carnegie, J. P. Morgan, Elbert 
H. Gary and other defendants. 

I. N. Phelps Stokes, of Greenwich, 
Conn., has bought a celebrated old 
Tudor mansion in Suffolk, England, 
and will have the building torn down 
and shipped to America to be erected 
as the main section of his present 
home. The Tudor house is four cen¬ 
turies old. 

Representative Stanley of Kentucky, 
who is chairman of the House steel 
investigation committee at Washing¬ 
ton, stated that he favored breaking 
the so-called paper trust by permitting 
free importation of wood pulp and 
print paper from Germany, Norway 
and Sweden. 

The Presidential train has covered 
on his recent trip 15,000 miles, and if 
automobile trips were to be included 
the mileage would top the 16,000-mile 
mark. The President has delivered 
350 speeches, passed through about 
thirty states and has been seen by 
crowds that Secretary Hilles estimates 
at over 5,000,000 persons. 

The District Attorney’s office at 
New York, recently began a quest for 
$422,000, stolen by the late David 
Rothschild, the wrecker of the Federal 
Bank in 1904. This sum is said to 
have been deposited by him in two 
safety deposit vaults. Rothschild 
steadfastly refused to give any infor¬ 
mation regarding the location of his 
hidden treasure. 


LOSES BOTH HANDS 


Soldier Is the Victim of Remarkable 
and Mysterious Accident. 

The story of a remarkable accident 
was brought by the Army transport 
Logan from the Philippines. Private 
Albert H. Cahill while in the barricks 
quarters at the Cavite station, picked 
up a one-pound shell from the floor. 
It Immediately exploded, blowing off 
both of his hands and besmearing 
near-by comrades with blood and bits 
of flesh. The projectile tore one end 
of a mattress to shreds and then tak¬ 
ing an upward course, cut a hole 
through the barracks roof. How the 
shell came to be in the barracks is a 
mystery which is now under investi¬ 
gation.

IRISHMEN SHOULD STAY HOME 

United States Asked to Make Immigra- 
tion Restrictions 

The Sinn Feiners, of Dublin, now a 
thin remnant of the militant Fenians cl' 
the old days, have lately been occupied 
with the agitation of a non-political 
character. This is the movement to 
protect Irishmen against the prepaid 
passage system by which so many of 
them are induced each year to emi¬ 
grate to America for no more material 
reason than that of an easy passage. 
They have even addressed a petition to 
the United States Government at 
Washington urging that action of a 
decided character be taken on this 
question, parallel with the general 
campaign by which America is trying 
to restrain her immigration within just 
and reasonable limits.

The fresh deciduous fruit crop of 
California for 1911 is greater by at 
least 700 cars than the crop of any 
previous season in the history of the 
fruit business. 


San Joaquin county will be well rep¬ 
resented at the Chicago land show. 
Committees are at work on the mat¬ 
ter, and it is believed that $3000 will 
be easily secured. 

The Western Meat Company has 
issued a circular announcing that 
prices on Thanksgiving turkeys will 
be low. The market will be good, but 
the prices will not be high. 

E. G. Leekley, who forged his broth¬ 
er’s name to a $50 check which he 
passed on J. F. Alvoird, a San Jose 
hotel man, was sentenced recently to 
two years in San Quentin prison. 

Tobacco is being grown so success¬ 
fully as an experiment on the farm 
of C. S. Treat at Meridian that many 
ranchers of that section will plant 
their land to tobacco at the next 
planting season. 

The 1915 bi-ennial convention of the 
'Theatrical Mechanics’ Associations of 
the United States and Canada, which 
has a membership exceeding 30,000 ^in 
all branches of the show business, has 
been pledged to San Francisco. 

That the beautiful Wilshire resi¬ 
dence district at Los Angeles may be 
transformed into a clanking, derrick- 
studded, ill-smelling oil field is indi¬ 
cated by the filing of location notices 
and the beginning of operations. 

Each member of San Jose’s Police 
Department of twenty men must stand 
a salary reduction of 50 per cent for 
the month of November. The cut will 
enable the Police Commission to save 
$500 with which to nay the fee of H. 


Harvard won both the freshman 
and varsity cross-country races from 
Yale recently by wide margins. Her¬ 
mit Roosevelt, who ran with the Har¬ 
vard varsity team, completed the dis¬ 
tance, six miles, in thirteenth posi¬ 
tion. 

San Joaquin county wineries are 
gorged with grapes, and the owners 
are sending notices to producers with 
whom they have no contracts to with¬ 
hold further shipments. This means 
that producers must find other mar¬ 
kets for their grapes. 

The Controller of the Currency at 
Washington has authorized the organi¬ 
zation of the Capital National Bank of 
Sacramento, the new institution to 
succeed and take over the commer¬ 
cial business of the Capital Banking 
and Trust Company of that city. 

The canvass of San Francisco retail 
liquor dealers, has resulted in a veri¬ 
table landslide for the anti-free-lunch 
contingent. The work of drafting the 
"no lunch” measure will mean the re¬ 
vocation of any saloon keeper’s license 
who either gives or sells lunch in his 
barroom. 

By a verdict of 9 to 3, at Santa 
Cruz a few days ago, the jury before 
which was tried the case of George 
Ely, who sued the Southern Pacific 
Company for $15,000 damages, decided 
in favor of the defendant. Ely lost 
his hand in a railroad accident at Fel¬ 
ton seven years ago. 

Municipal farming in Fresno has 
proved a tren c.:J.ous success. A sale 
has just been recorded for 300 tons 
of choice alfalfa hay at $9 a ton, which 
was grown on the city’s sewer farm 
on the West Side. A week ago 100 
tons of alfalfa hay were sold and in 
addition 400 tons of grain hay were 
raised. 

Following a verbal request to Gov¬ 
ernor Hiram Johnson to be released 
from further service as a member of 
the Board of Fish and Game Commis¬ 
sioners, F. G. Sanborn, chairman of 
the Republican County Committee of 
San Francisco, has tendered his res¬ 
ignation to the Governor, to take ef¬ 
fect at once. 

According to figures compiled by 
the county officials, the draw bridge 
at the foot of Webster street, Oak¬ 
land, has been opened to allow the 
passage of 11,174 vessels since the 
first of the year up to November 1. 
Practically 560 cars and 4400 teams 
pass over the bridge daily. This does 
not include automobiles. 

Two strikes called and settled at the 
West Oakland yards within fourteen 
hours was a day’s record in the his¬ 
tory of the big strike of shop employes 
against the Southern Pacific Com¬ 
pany recently. Twice in rapid suc¬ 
cession the three hundred union 
switchmen of the yards walked out of 
the yards, but each time only to re¬ 
turn after three hours of idleness. 

The finding of discarded Chinese 
clothing on the beach near Point Vin¬ 
cent has convinced Government 
agents that contraband Chinese are 
being smuggled into the country along 
the coast between San Pedro and Re¬ 
dondo beach, and arrangements have 
been made by Immigration Inspector 
George H. Sweet for a thorough patrol 
of that section. 



Twelve substantial Lodi citizens of 
the same sturdy type that composes 
the Axtell jury have told that body 
that they consider Axtell sane, rational 
and responsible, and one said that he 
appeared sane a few minutes before 
the shooting of Sollors, and was ra¬ 
tional, except for excitement, as he 
was being disarmed after the shoot¬ 
ing.

Infantile Paralysis Worse and 
Schools Ordered Closed 


Prisoner Locks Men in Jail and Is 
Still at Large. 

Taking advantage of the presence 
of plumbers, who had entered the 
branch County Jail at Jamestown to 
make some repairs, S. A. Boyles, 
awaiting trial for highway robbery, 
possessed himself of the key, locked 
the door on the plumbers and made 
his escape. So far he has not been 
captured, although the Sheriff and sev¬ 
eral posses are searching the country 
hereabouts. 

Only a few minutes elapsed between 
the departure of Boyles and the dis¬ 
covery by the plumbers that they were 
prisoners. They made all the noise 
they could, but it was an hour before 
the racket was investigated. Boyles 
left the key in the lock and the unac¬ 
cused prisoners were released. 


Yuan Shi Kai announces his cabinet, 
but it is doubtful if it will last until 
the first meeting is held. 

Opinion is divided whether Premier 
Yuan Shi Kai has lost his astuteness 
or is playing a deep game. 30,000 Im¬ 
perials have joined the rebels at Hang 
Chow and loyal troops are defeated 
near Ching Kiang. 

The Temps understands that there 
have been exchanges between the 
powers relative to the dispatch of for¬ 
eign troops to guard the railroads 
from Peking to Tien Tsin and that 
American initiative would not be sur¬ 
prising. 

The Manchu army is still in posses¬ 
sion of its strong position on Purple 
Mountain, commanding Nanking, but 
they are surrounded by a constantly 
growing army of revolutionists. 

It is expected that the juncture of 
the force now marching on Nanking 
wi*h that beseiging the Manchu posi¬ 
tion will soon so outnumber the Man- 
chus that they will be forced to either 
retreat or surrender. 

The establishment of the republican 
form of government with Wu Ting 
Fang at its head is progressing rapid¬ 
ly, The republican states has elected 
representatives. 


AS REGARDS TEXT-BOOKS 


What is believed to be another case 
of infantile paralysis has been discov¬ 
ered at Palo Alto and the Board of 
Health has ordered closed all 
churches, moving picture theaters and 
similar public gatherings. 

Dr. Frederick F. Gundrum, special 
investigator of the State Board of 
Health, has arrived in Palo Alto and 
will take active charge of the situa¬ 
tion. 

The Stanford medical department 
has innoculated two monkeys with the 
infantile paralysis germs, and will in¬ 
vestigate their behavior. Two deaths 
have occurred. 


Ring of Five Publishing Houses 
Unite in Petition 

An appeal has been directed to Gov¬ 
ernor Hiram W. Johnson by the local 
managers of five Eastern publishers to 
prevent the discontinuance of the sen¬ 
atorial textbook investigation because 
of the resignation of State Printer 
Shannon. It has been hinted that these 
large publishing houses constitute a 
“book ring” and “the book trust.” Now 
the publishers are unwilling, if it can 
be helped, to allow the investigation to 
be dropped until the full light of inves¬ 
tigation has been turned on.

Sill FRANCISCO PRODUCE MARKET 


Latest Conditions end Prlo/ss of

Eight million pel-sons are in need ol 
Immediate relief, owing to the failure 
rf the crop* in twenty Russian prov¬ 
inces. 


Two British firms are to build three 
super-dreadnoughts, of about 25,000 
tons each, as well as six sea going de¬ 
stroyers. 

Last year there were 10,300 persons 
in the United Kingdom with incomes 
of over $25,000 a year. The average 
of these was $63,105. 

Monsignor Canali, under secretary 
of state at the Vatican, has been ap¬ 
pointed to succeed Monslgnor Falconio 
as apostolic delegate to the United 
States. 

Though much is heard of the French 
In Morocoo and the Italians in Tripoli, 
in reality neither is suffering so much 
bloodshed as the Spanish at Mellila, 
500 casualties being reported within 
ten days of warfare against the Riff 
mountaineers. 

The general criticism in connection 
with the Moroccan agreement with 
France, that the Reichstag should have 
a voice in the conclusion of such mo¬ 
mentous treaties, has made a breaoh 
in the constitutional position of the 
Emperor as a treaty-making power. 

It is understood that an Interesting 
report has been made to the viceroy of 
Klangsu on the subjeot of the much- 
talked-of-brtdge for the Yang-tsa, to 
the effect that the oost of a bridge 
would be prohibitive and out of all 
proportion to the advantages to be de¬ 
rived from its existence. A prelimi¬ 
nary examination of the conditions 
suggests that a tunnel is net only prac¬ 
ticable, but would cost only a reason¬ 
able amount of money.

The mapping of the irrigable agri¬

tion commission of California, of 
which former Governor Pardee is 
chairman, and Francis Cuttle andJ. 
P. Baumgartner are other members. 

Ten thousand dollars has been set 
aside by the conservation commission 
for this work under co-operate agree¬ 
ment with the director of the oflice of 
experiment stations and the secretary 
of agriculture. According to this agree¬ 
ment, not only is the department of \ 
agriculture conducting the investiga¬ 
tion and supplying part of the imme¬ 
diate funds needed, but it is also plac¬ 
ing at the disposal of the conservation 
commission for the purpose of this re- 


ous Pennsylvania oils were due to the 
density and the dryness of the shales 
through which they had been diffused, 
and suggested that tliesesimpler Penn¬ 
sylvania oils may have been diffused 
through scales from more complicated 
asphaltic oils containing sulphur.
